The imon "who enjoyed prominence in 


the military and ciTil service of the 
confederacy ai'o rapidly passing from 
tho arena of national politics. Below is 
a record of such as are still in active 
life in Washington: 


The-scnior United States senator from 


Alabaijaa, John T. Morgan, was a briga- 
dier general in tho Confederate army, 
and her other senator, James L. Pugh, 
was a member of the Confederate con- 
gres'-. lion. Joseph Wheeler, who at- 
tained, the rank of lieutenant general in 
the Confederate service, has for 13 years 
been thera prescatative in congress from 
tho Eighth Alabama district. 


The senior senator from Georgia, John 


B. Gordon, was likewise a lieutenant 
general in tho army of the confederacy. 


The Hon. Edward C. Walthall of Mis- 


sisippi, a major general in tho Confed- 
erate £,ei"vice, and of late tho junior 
United States senator from his native 
state, while not in active politics, hav- 
ing resigned for the balance of his pres- 
ent term in the npper house, has been 
elected i'or and is confidently expected 
to take his peac in that honorable body 
in March, 1805. 


j 
Tho senior United States senator from 


Mi&souri, Francis M. Cockrell, was a 
brigadier general in the Confederate 
army, and the other senator from that 
commonwealth, George G. Vest, held 
positions in both houses of tho Confed 
erate congress. 
| 
Tho present senior United States sen 


ators from both North and South Caro 
liua, Matt W. Ransom and M. C. But 
ler, were major generals in the Confed 
erate service. 


The representatives from Tennessee 


in the tipper house of congress arolsharn 
G. Harris, the senior, and William B 
Bate, who is the junior senator from 
that commonwealth. 
Tho first men 


tioned was a war governor of his native 
state, and the last named was a majoi 
general in the Confederate army. 


And, 
lastly, Eppa Huuton, who saw 


service as brigadier general in tho 
Confederate army, at present occupies 
tho position of jumor senator from Vir- 
ginia in the congress of the United 
States. 


Thus do we perceive that of the multi 


tude of those who distinguished them- 
selves in tho military and civil annals 
of the confederacy only 13 remain in 
national halls upholding in the present. 
as they strove to do in the past, tho 
rights and interest of tho section of 
which they are the honored represeuta 
tives.—Augusta Chronicle.

Caldwell of the United States 


Girouit Court is oae of the ffew United 


tatas Judges who construes tbe laws 


impartially. la reversing tbe rulings 
of Judge Jenkins, who seems to be of 
tb.9 opinion that an employe has no 
rights that a railroad receiver is bound 
to raspect, Judge C.ildweH decided that 
Capital had a right to organize atid 


- consult as to the best method of mak- 


ing 1' a itvestments profitable, but he 
also hell taut labor ha 1 a right to 
organize and consult as to the best 
coo -se to pursue to keep up its price 
in tbe mirket. This decision was so 
important and just that it disarmed 
anarchy, while the decision of Judge 
Jenkias was so biased and prejudiced 
that it tenied to promote anarchy. 


Now Jadge Caldwell has rendered 


another decision favorable to the em- 
ployes of the Santa Fe road. That 
road is in the hands of receivers ap- 
point ad by tbe United Slates Court, 
and i3 virtually under tbe control of 
the Courts. Tbe receivers were dis- 
posed to defer the payment of wages to 
men engaged on the road indefinitely. 
The men appealed to the Couit and 
Jadge Caldwell has ruled that they 
must be paid their waaes regularly and 
not later than the 15th of every month, 
If the receipts are not sufficient to 
furnish the money for that purpose, 
then the receivers must borrow what 
may be necessary. 


If all the Federal Judges ruled as 


impartially and rendered as logical 


—decisions in contests between capital 


and labor as Judge Caldwell, there 
would be no jnst cause for the com- 
plaint that the courts construe the 
laws one way for the rich and another 
for the poor. Ha evidently believes in 
equal justice to all, and if our law- 
makers will follow his example and 
give none special privileges, the conn-

The Committes on Credentials held 


a session this evening and decided to 
seat the Sacramento delegation repre- 
senting the reorganized Democracy. 


All day long considerable talk was 


heard regarding the probable action of 
the A P. A. on various nominations 
which are being urged. 


Surveyor of Port English, who aims 


at the convention leadership, urged 
strongly the adoption of a plank in the 
platform condemning the A P. A., and 
gained bij point &a far as tha accept- 
ance of the pl'ink is concerned. 


The platform committee will not be 


named until to-morrow morning, but 
most of tbe sections have already been 
drafted, one of them being that refer- 
ring to the A. P. A. There will un- 
doubtedly be a strong fight against its 
adoption in the committee and still a 
harder fight in the convention. Planks 
denouncing the Reilly funding bill, 
the abolition of the office of Railroad 
Commission and a general tussle with 
the Southern Pacific are also to be in 
tbe platform. 


James E. M irphy, Superior Judge of 


Daluorte, is one of the leading candi- 
dates for Supreme Justice. Owing to 
A. P. A. talk he fears the convention 
will uot stand two Murphys on the 
ticket, Barney for Governor and James 
15. Murphy for Justice, so he is making 
a vigorous flght to-night to change the 
usual order of business, making tbe 
nominations for the Supreme Bench 
take precedence over those for Gov- 
ernor. 


There is little liklihood, however, 


tha* this departure from the usual cus- 
tom will be made. Great pressure is 
being brought upon Judge Wallace to 
induce him to reconsider his refusal to 
be a candidate for Supremo Justice. 


Two Brothers Quarrel. 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 21.—Harry 


Moore, son of Dr. George S. Moore, 
President of the Pacific Mutual Insur- 
ance Company, was ehotliy his brother 
George to-day. The two brothers were 
leaving the insurance office, where they 
are employed as clerks, together when 
the shooting occurred. George Moore 
said Harry had threatened his father 
and he had told him if he struck his 
'ather he would shoot him. Harrj 
then struck at his brother and the lat- 
ter fired one shot, which took effect in 
the hip, inflicting a serious, but not 
dangerous wound. The shooter, who 
is 22 years old, was arrested. 


Dr. Moore, the father jf the boys, is 


a millionaire. The boys have been on 
bad terms for pome time and it is 
thought that the shooting is the out- 
come of a long standing trouble. 
George is younger and is a clerk in his 
father's employ, while Harry is married 
and for some time has been without 
occupation. George' says he thinks 
Harry is crazy, as he is very quarrel- 
some. Harry bad threatened to beat 
his father and when George threatened 
to shoot him if he did so, Harry struck 
him in the face, then the shooting 
occurred. 


A Strong; Benolntlon for Silver. 


WASHINGTON, August 21.—Represent- 


ative Harman of Montana presented in 
the House to-day resolutions for the 
free coinage of silver. 


The resolutions have been consid- 


ered and adopted during tbe present 
session by the most powerful labor 
organizations of the country, and are 
signed by the chief officers of tha var- 
ious unions. 


The resolutions are as follows: " We 


demand of the present Congress an 
mmediate return to the money of the 
Constitution as established by our 
fachers, by restoring the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1; coins of both metals to be 
equally full legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, as before the fraud- 
ulent demonetization of silver in 1873. 
We also condemn the issuance of bonds 
for the National debt in time of peace, 
and the use of interest bearing bonds 
at any time 


ISatee at Snuta Rosa. 


SANTA ROSA, Cal.. August 21.—The 


political campaign opened here this 
evening by M.. M. Estee, who spoke in 
tbe Athenaeum. He alluded to the fact 
that he had spoken with Senator 
White from the same rostrum in this 
city iu the lust campaign and now be 
had to say the country had t. led Mr.
